Savannah, Ga., December 12.—After 
obtaining from J. C. Hunter, husband 
of Mrs. Maggie Hunter, who is dying 
at the Savannah hospital from blows 
dealt by the murderer of Mrs. Carrie 
Ohlander and her mother, Mrs. Eliza 
Gribble, here Friday afternoon, the ad- 
mission that he had visited the home, 
and his wife, from whom he is Sep- 
arated, on the day of the murders, the 
police today were compelled to elim- 
inate him from suspicion of being the 
murderer. However, he is being held 
as a prisoner at police headquarters, 
and will be until it seems certain that 
the real murderer cannot be cap- 
tured. 

Given Third Degree. 

The police today questioned Willliam 
Walls, also, who admitted that he went 
to the house, peered through the closed 
window blinds into the room of Mrs. 
Hunter, hoping to attract her atten- 
tion, but he declares he saw no one. 
This he says occurred at the time the 
Ywo women were lying dead in the 
house after the visit of the murderer. 
The “third degree” was administéred, 
apd for three hours a rapid fire of 
wuestioning was kept up. After mak- 
ing those admissions Wallis stuck to

ON CORPORATION 
TAX RETURNS 


Treasury Department Is- 
sues Instructions. 


Gross Incomes Mean Gross 
Corporations to Make Accu- 
rate Returns---Frauds Will Be 


Vigorously Prosecuted.

Washington, December 12.—More 
than 400,000 corporations in the United 
States will have to make their returns 
in conformance with the new corpora- 
tion tax. Secretary of the Treasury 
MacVeagh has issued a very compre- 
hensive statement for the government 
of those corporation officials. The 
statement is calculated to cover any 
questions of classification and distinc- 
tion which might arise in the making 
of the reports, and it sets forth, in 
terse language, What the government 


expects. 

Secretary  MacVeagh’s statement 
plainly begins with the declaration that 
the government efpects returns to be 
made to conform with the intent of the 
law, and that the law had two intents— 
first that it should be a revenue pro- 
ducer for the government, and second 
to levy a tax of 1 per cent on the net 
income of corporations, as provided 
in the law. After a concise definition 
df what is considere@ net income with 
the law, the statement says: 

“It is clear that the purpose of the 
law was not to put a tax on recelpts, 
but a tax on profits, and that the 
terms ‘net incoome’ and ‘gross’ income’ 
are used because while they are prac- 
tically identical with gross profits and 
net profits, they are yet more embra- 
sive and consequently permit a more 
comprehensive administration of the 
law.” 

For convenience and facility in classi- 
fication, corporations have been divided 
into six classes. They are: Banks 
and other financial institutions, insur- 
ance companies, transportation com- 
panies, manufacturing companies, mer- 
cantile companies and miscellaneous 
corporations. 

Care Must Be Exercised. 


The statement makes detailed ex- 
planations of what can be considered 
gross income, net income, and defines 
what other terms used in the state- 
ments are held to be within the law.

Worcester, Mass., December 12.—A 
remarkable assertion of the practica- 
bility of aviation is embodied in the 
announcement here today by Wallace 
E. Tillinghast, vice president of a 
Worcester manufacturing company, 
who claims to have secretly invented, 
built and tested an aeroplane capable 
of carrying three passengers, and in 
which he says he has flown from Wor- 
coster to New York, thence to Boston 
and then back, a distance of 300 miles. 
A speed of 120 miles an hour was at- 
tained at times, he declares. 

Test Made at Night. 

The test was made on .September 8 
at night, according to Mr. Tillinghast, 
who says he circled the Stdtue of Lib- 
erty at an elevation of 4,000 feet, and 
was seen on the return trip by a coast 
guard on Long Island, when flying low, 
the fact being recorded in the news- 
papers at the time. 

Mr. Tillinghast says the machine is 
a monoplane, weighing 1,550 pounds, 
equipped with a 120-horse power gaso- 
line engine... He refuses to tell where 
the machine is at present, but savs 
he wil] bring it to Worcester in Feb- 
ruary for a public demonstration.

The affair grew out of Monday's 
tragedy in Butler when young Crom- 
well Ulmer killed himself on the door- 
step of Miss Margaret Bruister, daugh- 
ter of Ben Bruister. They had been 
sweethearts for years, but Mr. and Mrs. 
Bruister had ordered them to terminate 
their love affairs because of their age. 
Ulmer delivered some letters to the 
gi! he loved and accordng to the 
statement fired a bullet through his 
brain’ on the doorstep. 

Some of Ulmer’s friends dis- 
credit that it was suicide because 
of a bad bruise on the young man’s 
head. They also resent the statement 
because of the fact that the body was 
allowed to remain there for so long 
and in fact the affair was not gener- 
allv known until a neighbor found the 
body.

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FRENCH MONEY 
FOR STEEL TRUST 


Big Profits Made by the 
Paris Syndicate. 


Syndicate to List Steel Common 
on the Paris Bourse, Dissolves 
After Liquidating Its Hold- 
ings and Pocketing an Enor- 
mous Profit. 


Paris, December 12.—The syndicate 
of French banks, which was formed 
last spring with the expectation of 
listing 1,000,000 shares of _ steel 
common stock on the Paris bourse, was 


) dissolved a few days ago after liqui- 


dating its holdings. The syndicate’s 
profits, according to gossip in finan- 
cial circles, were large, probably ex- 
ceeding those of any financial trans- 
action in which the Interested banks 
heve been engaged in recent years. 

It is explained that the syndicate’s 
decision to distribute its holdings was 
due to complications which arose in 
connection with the proposed listing, 
especially the delay in the work of 
the commission appointed by M. Call- 
laux, the minister of finance, to-in- 
vestigate the general subject of the 
application of existing financial laws 
to the introduction of foreign securi- 
ties. 

Herman Harjes, Jr., of Morgan, 
Harjes & Co., confirmed the dissolu- 
tion of the syndicate today. 

“The proposition to list steel,” he 
said, “emanated from influential 
French financial circles, who saw in 
the introduction of American securi- 
ties a prospect for renewing the form- 
er activitv of the Paris bourse, and 
at the same time opportunities for ad- 
vantageous investment for the French 
public.: As the entering wedge,. they 
selected steel common. Steel was 
then quoted at 64. It is now selling 
at 91. In the meantime“the dividend 
doubled.

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Panama, December 12.—It Is the opin- 
ton of Panamans that President Zelaya; 
of Nicaragua, is riding for a fall; that 
he is deliberately working to bring 
about intervention by the United States, 
having chosen this form of humilia- 
tion in preference to the greater one 
of suffering defeat at the hands of 
revolutionists. 

For the past sixteen years, during 
which time Zelaya has been in powep, 
according to the statements of men 
now on the isthmus, who are con- 
versant with affairs in that republic, 
Nicaragua has been ruled by a group 
of eight daring, clever and conscience- 
less men, who have locked upon the 
country as their own personal prop- 
erty. This group has grown enore- 
mously rich by a systematized pillage 
of the revenueg of the state and of 
individuals. It is estimated that Ze- 
laya is worth about $20,000,000 gold, 
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| rrost of which he has invested in Bruge 
sels and London. 


Zelaya Wouldn’t Divide $5,000,000, 

It is said to be well established that 
the chief cause of the present revolu- 
tion was the failure of Zelaya to dise- 
tribute among his seven assoctates @ 
loan of $5,000,000 obtained recently: in 
Europe. ,The seven were given a share 
of the money, but not on the basis 
of apportionment, which had governed 
these distributions in the past. They 
remonstrated, but all to no purpose.

When the 
price was madé@ known, the agent 
would offer to buy it for about one- 
tenth of its value. 

Sell or Be Shot. 

This offer being refused, the agent 
Was then at liberty to outline his pro- 
posed retaliation, saying: 

“If you do not sell, we will denounce 
you as a conspirator. We will spread 
rumors about your activity in behalf 
of the revolutionary faction, which we 
are careful always to have. stirring 
about somewhere in the country. We 
will try you without judges in our 
about somewhere in the country. We 
to be shot as a traitor and have your 
property confiscated. Will you be shot, 
or will you sell?” 

Sometimes the men were shot and the 
country-at-large imagined that these 
men were real traitors and conspira- 
tors, and applauded the verdict and 
their execution. 

When the originators of this system 
found themselves threatened they 
promptly surrendered—all save one. 
This one turned revolutionist, with the 
result that an army of several thou- 
sand men was soon in the field and 
Bluefields and the entire eastern coast 
of Nicaragua conquered. 

Zelaya Sees Game Up. 

That is the view of the situation as 
taken on the Isthmus, where, to be 
sure, there are many Nicaraguans nat- 
vrally very strongly opposed to the 
present administration in their country. 
They are of the opinion that Zelaya 
pees that the game is up and is anx- 
fcus to make his departure in safety 
from the republic. He would much 
rather stand in the eyes of the world 
as having been forced out by the 
United States than by his own people, 
however, and this is why he has pro- 
voked reprisals by the brutal shoot- 
ing of Cannon and Groce. 

The statement issued by Zelaya to 
the effect that the revolutionists had 
employed the two Americans to mine 
the San Juan river and that they were 
discharged after they had exploded 
one mine near the transport Diamente, 
is given no credence here. This ver- 
sion is contradicted by a deserter from 
the Zelayan forces, who has confirm- 
ed the previous report that each of the 
Americans was captured while re- 
connolitering some hills near the 
river. 

-ZELAYA’S FORCES MARCHING 
TO ATTACK REVOLUTIONISTS 

Washington, December 12.—Senor | 
Castrillo, the representative of the 
Nicaraguan insurrectionists in this 
city. today received a cablegram from 
General Estrada. head of the revolu- 
tionary movement, which declares that 
the revolutionists are strongly  in- 
trenched at Rama, and that forces of 
President Zelaya are two days’ march 
from the city. 

The ocablegram asserts that a revolu- 
tionary victory is certain, but that fol- 
lowing it the revolutionists will take 
no steps until their program is ap- 

roved by the state department at 

ashington. 

This is presumed to refer to any 
decision that he made in the case of 
Fresident Zelaya should the insurgents 
win. 


The cablegram, as translated by 


Senor Castrillo, is as follows: 

“Rama, via Bluefields, December 12. 
Castrillo, Washington: We occupy our 
impregnable position in Rama town 
with anarmy more numerous and more 
decided than ever. Enemy is two days’ 
march from Rama. From there he 
asks us for a parley. We are disposed 
not to concede anything, and are sure 
of our victory. That is our true situa- 
tion, and believe me, that our plan 
from the beginning has been to cap- 
ture the enemy at Rama. We are dis- 
posed not to take resolute action with- 
out approval of department of state, 
to whom you must communicate this. 
When the battle is expected we will 
advise you. ESTRADA.” 

At the time this dispatch was re- 
eecived the state department announced" 
that it was without advices from 

Nicaragua today. Any action the de- 
partment contemplates will be taken 
only upon information from the de- 
partment's official sources of commu- 


nication.

TOLD BY NAGEL 


Some Interesting Stories 
in Secretary's Report. 


Head of Interior Department 
Tells of the Married Seals and 
of the Bachelors --- Scope of 
the Activities of the Depart- 
ment Is Very Wide. 


Washinington, D. C., December 12.— 
About this time every year there 
comes from the government printing 
office a host of rather dry-looking doc- 
uments—annual reports, setting forth 
the ramifications and results of the ac- 
tivities of hundreds of government of- 
ficials in every corner of the national 
territory. Behind the long columns 
of figures, underneath the serried dol- 
lar-marks and other forms of statis- 
tics, between the lines of bare and 
often cumbrously-written official 
statements of men whose forte is not 
literary lie stories, which, if one had 
etime to dig them out, would be as in- 
interesting as “Robinson Crusoe,” or 
any other of the famous tales of ad- 
venture. 

Take, for instance, the report of the 
secretary of commerce and labor, 
Charles Nagel, addressed to the presi- 
dent, and first made public’ tonight. 
Some of the more important portions 
of this report are treated at some 
length elsewhere; the following para- 
graphs indicate the scope of the ac- 
tivities of this department, and some 
of the entertaining material with 
which it deals in the course of a year’s 
work. 

Married and Unmarried Seals. 

For example, who in the world east 
of the Rocky Mountains would have 
suspected that some seals are mar- 
ried and some are bachelors, and so 
recognized officially by Uncle Sam? 
Yet it seems that there are at least 
2,000 “bachelor” seals on St. Paul's and 
St. George’s Islands? Some two thou- 
sand of the seals there are benedicts 
of a polygamous’ temperament and 
have among them about 50,000 wives, 
classified by the government experts 
into “harems,” and spoken of that way 
when they are officially talked about. 
It also appears that there are only 
140,000 seals left now on the Pribilof 
Islands, and the deduction must follow 
that at the rate.of decrease in the last 
ten years, it is only a question of 
time when the seal will be a memory, 
and another of the mammal families 
will have become extinct by the greed 
of man. : 

The quegtion arises, who Knows all 
this? Up on the barren reefs of the 
Pribilofs there is a band of men call- 
ed the “Alaskan fur seal service.” 
These man counted the married seals 
last year and found there were 1,071 
happy families on Ste Paul Island, 
where one pater familias livesin seren- 
ity with a dozen wives. They found 
2,000 little bachelor seals and prompt- 
ly tagged them as immune from the 
hunters, because Uncle Sam wants to 
encourage every bachelor to _ get a 
“harem” of his own. 

Bottoms of the Seas. 


So much for the top of the seas. The 
bottoms’ do not escape investigation. 
Down at Woods Hole, Mass., and at 
Beaufort, N. C., there are two sea-side 
laboratories, where a set of experts 
study the mysteries of the deep. Off 
the coast of Florida, a series of ex- 
periments have proved that we can 
produce our own sponges. They have 
discovered that in 29 months a sponge 
can be coaxed to grow so big it will 
weigh an ounce and a quarter, when 
it is empty. Somewhere between Hat- 
teras and Labrador, there is an expert 
for the government beating his way 
up the coast on a “wind jammer,” look- 
ing for a very elusive fish, the mack- 
erel. When he learns his tricks the 
government will tell the fishermen. 
Upon the coast of Alaska, at Afog- 
nak, there is a new salmon station, 
which has liberated more than 3,000,- 
000 young red salmon to the rivers, 
and during the year, all over the Uni- 
ted States, the government deposited 
in various waters more than 3,000,- 
000 fish. 

Winding their way through the tor- 
tuous channels in the waters of the 
Philippines, a group of hardy men 
from the coast and geodetic survey 
are finding new lanes for. commerce. 
Waters hitherto uncharted and a mys- 
tery to the mariner will be easy of 
navigation. Another group is working 
its way up the rocky coast of Alaska. 

Making the Boundary Line. 

On the northern edge of the United 
States a band of explorers has cut its 
way through the forests to the peak of 
the Rocky Mountains, marking the 
boundary line of the United States 
with Canada. The old stone monu- 
ments, placéd vears ago and hopeless- 
ly buried in the tanele of mountain 
undergrowth, have been: recovered and 
new ones set in their places. Wher- 
ever the line runs through wooded sec- 
tions, a lane of clearing has been chop- 
ped up one side of the mountain and 
down the other. Along the Yukon river 
the civil engineers, with. transits and 
plumb-bobs, have been locating the 
141st meridian of longitude. The basis 
for all future land surveys in the val- 
ley of one of the greatest rivers in the 
world is being laid there now. 

Each aspect of this work comes un- 
der some one of the sixteen bureaus of 
the department. They cover every- 
thing. In the bureau of corporations 
the proper control of the great indus- 
trial and financial forces of the coun- 
try is the absorbing problem. A Sys- 
tem of statutory publicity by which 
corporations will be required to report 
the essential facts of their organiza. 
tion and condition, is suggested. This 
must be done by the federal govern- 
ment, Secretary Nagel believes, and 
his report says, any attempt to soive 
the problem through state action will 
be futile, because no number of states 
can ever agree on establishing and 
maintainng one system. 

The Immigrants Stay. 

The bureau of immigration shows in 
cold figures that the longer the stran- 
ger stays in the United States, the 
more unlikely he is to get away. 
There has been during the year an in- 
crease in the immigrant population of 
the United States of more than 600,000. 
More than a quarter of a million immi- 
grants went back home and 160,000 of 
them had been here less than five 
years. 

There were only 2,000 departures of 
those who have been here twenty years. 
The statistica show it is the unskilled 
immigrant who is the bird of passage 
and that the mechanic and the artisan 
stay in thelr new homes.

The bureau of navigation shows that 
we build fewer steel ships for foreigz 
trade than we did ten years ago, be- 
cause our shipbuilding is confined to 
the needs of coastwise and domestic 
transportation. Dring the fiscal year 
1909 our shipyards bullt only 1,247 mer- 
chant vessels which tonnage of 238,090, 
the smallest product since 1898. 

The protecting waves of the wire- 
less telegraph have spread themselves 
over the sea and formed a life net. Of 
282 steamships that carry steerage 
passengers to and from the United 
States, half have been equipped with 
wireless, and the proportion unequip- 
ped is a small figure. The mainland 
of Alaska, the United States, Hawali, 
Porto Rico and the Panama Canal 
zone have been equipped with wireless 
land stations, and a vessel at sea with- 
in 300 miles of shore can communicate.

We are not going to reap the business and the patronage that our 
merchants and our factories deserve, UNLESS WE GO OUT AFTER IT 
BY TELLING PEOPLE WHAT WE HAVE HERE. 

That is the purpose of the Merchants and Manufacturers’ Association; 
nothing less than high-class publicity for the merchants who sell things 
here, wholesale and retail, and the manufacturers who make things here. 

A committee has been designated to solicit membership from the busi- 
ness men of Atlanta. In the light of the constructive and progressive na- 
ture of the enterprise, they should be met with overwhelming and instan- 
taneous response. 


FRUIT EXPERIMENTATION. 


In giving indorsement to the suggestion of Manager I. M. Fleming, of 
the Georgia Fruit Exchange, proposing the establishment of an experi- 
mental fruit farm in Georgia, The Constitution not only had in mind, but 
made reference, indirectly, to the plan suggested in a communication pub- 
lished today from Director Martin V. Calvin, of the Georgia Experiment 
Station. : : 

Discussing the question, The Constitution stated, though without spe- 
cific reference to the experiment station, that the state already has the 
requisite land at its disposal, and that it would be necessary only for 
the legislature to make a comparatively small appropriation to meet the 
annual expenses of the work to be done. 

Possibly, as Mr. Calvin suggests, the Georgia Experiment Station is, 
preeminently, the place for the undertaking. 

Already, as he shows, a splendid start has been made there in the 
direction of fruit experimentation, and numerous varieties of the various 
fruits grown commercially in Georgia are undergoing tests. 

Under these circumstances, a small annual appropriation sufficient to 
permit of the conduct of the work upon detailed, careful and scientific basis, 
should meet every present requirement. 

Mr. Calvin puts the amount at $5,000. That ought to do the work and 
do it well, at least until the state is in a position to give more substantial 
recognition to this magnificent and constantly growing industry. 

It would seem that this is as little as the general assembly could do for 
an- industry in which there is so much of present importance to the state 
and so much of promise for the future. 

The legislature should take hold of this subject at its coming session, 
and at once establish fruit experimentation upon a satisfactory and sub- 


stantial basis.

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ENGLAND’S “REVOLUTION BY EVOLUTIUN.” 


A refreshingly clear and dramatic analysis of the present political crisis 
in Great Britain is that furnished The Constitution by the Rev. Ernest C. 
Mobley, of Gainesville, Texas, and published elsewhere in this issue. 

For three years Mr. Mobley was pastor of the Church of Christ, South- 
ampton, one of the largest churches in Great Britain. 

In intignate personal touch with the British masses, he has enjoyed un- 
rivaled opportunity to sense public sentiment and to speak with intelligence 
and authority upon the current epochal developments. 

In his opinion, the pending political conflict is nothing less than “revo- 
lution by evolution,” the curbing by the people of the power of the house 
of lords to nullify public opinion or to sidetrack and delay vast sociological, 
economic and political reforms. 

Mr. Mobley is especially familiar with the details leading up to the 
existing situation. He shows how gradually the house of lords has invited 
the present issue by ignoring or emasculating popular mandates, and sub- 
stituting for representative government something very similar to an hered- 
itary autocracy. 

It is his firm conviction that the approaching election can result in 
nothing else than a sweeping victory for the liberals, with increased re- 
straints upon the house of lords and the reintroduction of the David Lloyd- 
George budget. ‘ 

As he says, the nation is on che eve of far-reaching changes challenging 
the most astute imagination. His article makes splendid reading for sub- 
scribers to The Constitution who have been following the elucidation of the 
situation in the columns of this paper.

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GOOD ROADS TWENTY CENTURIES AGO. 


Lest those of us who are wrestling with the problem of adequate high- 
ways imagine that it is one indigenous to our time, it is of interest to 
reflect that our predecessors in the misty beginning of the centuries were 
confronted with much the same quandary. 

There is, for instance, the great Appian Way, which still stands in 
places, a monument to that stability and permanence we are striving to 
introduce into roadway improvement in Georgia. 

Discussing this wonder of the old world, The New York American re- 


cently said: 


The famous Applian Way was constructed by digging two paraile) 
trenches, three feet in depth, at the bottom of which were placed two 
layers of flat stones in mortar. upon which a layer of cobblestones 
was placed, aiso laid in mogxtar; then came a course of pebbles in con- 
crete, over which were placed large, flat blocks of smooth .lava, we)! 
joined together, forming an even, uniform surface. It was prima- 
rily a military road, and extended from Rome to Brundusium, a dis- 
tance of 350 miles. So perfect was the construction of this celebrated 
road that it still exists in places as good as ever, notwithstanding it 
was made more than twenty centuries ago. 


It is not likely that highways in Georgia will attain the rugged: and 
lasting composition given in that early era of good road construction. 

But the thoroughness and energy of the Romans furnish an excellent 
lesson to our road engineers of the twentieth century. 

Just as they built nearly two thousand years ago “for keeps,” so we 
can build now with a view to abiding rather than temporary results. 

We will be doing fairly well, too, if even five centuries after we have 
passed over the land to the citizens of the future they can comment with 
admiring emulation upon the farsight and the foresight of their ancestors.

(From The Westminster Review.) 

“Readings on American Federal Gov- 
ernment,” edited by Professor Reinsch, 
of Wisconsin University, forms an ex- 
tremely valuable aid to the study of 
American constitutional law and his- 
tory. The method so successfully 


adopted for this purpose is ee collec- 
tion of characteristic selections from 
the speeches of leading senators and 
representatives made in congress, and 
passages from the works of _ well- 
known jurists. These selections are 
arranged under appropriate headings, 
beginning with the president and end- 
ing with national conventions. Each 
chapter contains a head note summar- 
izing the subject in hand, and the 
editor's own opinion on the question in 
dispute. The selections are taken im- 
partially from representatives of all 
sides. 

it is interesting to observe that the 
first extract comes from the pen of 
Mr. Frederic Harrison. But what, 
perhaps, will strike the English reader 
most is the high level of American 
oratory in congress. Many. of the 
speeches are unapproachable in style 
and argument. Duels between such 
men as Senator Spooner and Senator 
Bacon are an intellectual delight, quite 
apart from the merits of the subject 
matter. But the latter, of course, will 
attract the students of constitutional 
law and history. Such questions as 
the treaty-making power—when dves 
it reside in the president alone, or 
with the president and senate in con- 
junction? Then the limits of executive 
functions, the conflict between state 
and interstate powers, centralization 
or self government, these, and many 
other questions, with their lesson for 
us as well as for the citizens of the 
United States, are rendered patent and 
erystaliized by these varied selections. 
The book is a storehouse of constity- 
tional lore. 


Survivors of Secession Conven- 


tion. 

Editor Constitution: A few days 
age I learned that only one member 
of the secession convention of South 
Carolina was living. His name is 
Colonel R. A. Thompson, a lawyer, 
of Walhalla, in that state. I have 
made inquiries of the several ordina- 
ries of Georgia and find that we have 
the following members of the secession 
convention which met at Milledge- 
ville on January 16, 1861, still living. 

They are: Ex-Governor Henry D. 
McDaniel, of Monroe, Ga., who was a 
aelegate from Walton county: Isaac 
| Bowen, now living at Reno, Kans., 
'who was a delegate from White coun- 
ty: Judge Jefferson Jennings, a dele- 
| gate from Clarke county, now Hving 
{in Athens, Ga.; Judge Thomas S. Shar- 
man, a delegate from Upson county, 
now living at Thomaston, Ga.; Mr. 
W. T. Day, of Pickens county, now 
living at Jasper, Ga.; Dr. S. H. Lat- 
timer, a delegate from Montgomery 
county, now living at Upton, Ga.; Mr. 
D>. Frank Gunn, a delegate from Hous- 
county, now living at Lumpkin, Ga.; 
and Samuel Harville, a delegate from 
Bulloch county, now Iiving at Enal, 
in Bulloch county. So, of the 301 dele- 
gates who answered the roll call at 
Milledgeville. only eight now survive. 

The ordinance of secession was 
signed on Januuary 21, 1861, by all 
the members except the following, who 
signed a protest: James P. Simmons, 
of Gwinnett; Thomas M. McRae, 8S. H. 
Lattimer and Davis Welichel, of Mont- 
gomery county; P. M. Bird, of Hall 
county, and James Simmons, of Pick- 
ens county. 

Ex-Governor George W. Crawford 
was president of the ‘convention, and 
Albert R. Lamar was secretary. I am 
indebted to Mr. W. T.. Hopkins, of Sa- 
vannah, who furnished me a complete 
list of the members of the convention, 
and to the several ordinaries of the 
state who furnished me with 
names of those now living.

FRUIT TESTS BEING MADE 
AT EXPERIMENT STATION 


the |} 


Editor Constitution: 
pleasure Mr. I. M. Fleming’s excellent 
letter in The Constitution of the 9th 
instant, on the needs of the Georgia 
fruit industry and your editorial in- 
dorsement of the same. 

Recalling Mr. Fleming’s splendid 
and notably successful efforts in mar- 
keting the Georgia peach crop last 
season, I fully appreciate the deep in- 
terest he feels in that great industry, 
and I cordially join The Constitution 
and himseif in the earnest appeal made 
for that high degree of aid and eh- 
couragement which should be promptly 
extended by the state io those engaged 
in it. 

I submit, however, that it is not 
necessary that a special experiment 
station should be established for the 
peach industry. All that is requisité 
to an early and satisfactory reulization 
of this project is that the state shaii 
make to the Georgia Experiment Sta- 
tion, at the meeting of the general as- 
sembly next summer, a reasonable an- 
nual appropriation sufficient to enable 
it to enlarge the work it has been 
Fuccessfully doing since 1889. 

At the Georgia Experiment station 
there are now 120 varieties of peaches, 
over 100 varieties of figs—the largest 
collection in any state with the possi- 
ble exception of California—80 varie- 
ties of plums, 65 varieties of apples and 
75 varieties of grapes. 

As to watermelons, 20 varieties were 
in experimentation last season. A test 
was made of 8 varieties of the leading 
cantaloupes. 

As one swallow does not -make a 
Summer, so one year’s experimentation 
with any tree or plant does not estab- 
ligh results2 final in character. As 
rapidly as possible, consistent with 
accuracy, results developed here are 
reduced to writing and given to the 
public. 

The Georgia station has issued bul- 
letins on small fruits, peach culture, 
watermelons, cantaloupes, ete. It has 
issued bulletins on the San Jose scale, 
on brown rot in peaches and apples, 
on the peach borer, on spraying, on 
orchard maladies and their control, on 
the Stringfellow root-pruning method, 
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Therefis at the station the requisite 
acreage to meet the most progressive 
démand the state may make in aid of 
the peach industry. ‘The station's re- 
sponse will be limited by the amount 
of the state’s appropriation only. Let 
the state manifest her interest in this 
important subject by appropriating 
the insignificant sum of $5,000, even, a 
year; the station will pledge itself for 
results more than commensurate with 
the state's wishes in the premises. 

I mention $5,000 because the state 
should annually appropriate $20,000 to 
the station to the end that it may do 
much: needed branch-station and co- 
operative work. 

Let it be borne in mind, that since 
the act of 1888, which carried an 
erabling appropristion of $5,000 and 
authorized ‘the establishment of the 
Station at the point in Spalding coun- 
ty now known es Experiment, tne state 
has not given the institution a dolla 
beyond less than $800 a year to meet 
the expense incident to the quarterly 
meetings of the board of directors. It 
ought to be stated in this connection 
that the members of that body are 
not paid a per diem, but their expenses 
only. 

The United States government con- 
tributes the money, $15,000 a year, un- 
der the Hatch act of 1887. This money 
{s used for demonstration work in 
field, orchard, etc. In 1906 congress 
al'propriated $56,000 for purely scientific 
purposes—research work. This reaches 
field ani orchard, too. That appropria- 
tion is increased $2,000 a year. This 
year it amounts to $13,000; next year, 
and thereafter, it will be $15,000 a year.

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Editor Constitution: I have follow- 
ed with peculiar interest the develop- 
ments in the pending crisis in England. 
The Constitution has been refreshingly 
sane in its comments. 

I served a large church in that won- 
derful country for three -years and 
followed with the enthusiasm of a col- 
lege boy the campaign in the general 
election of 1906. Since the days of 
Oliver Cromwell and his common- 
wealth the principles of democracy 
have gradually entered every fabric of 
England’s national life. The one 
paralyzing relic of the absolute mon- 
archy, now saddled on this growing 
democracy, is the house of lords. 

This hereditary body of spiritual 
lights have turned somersaults be- 
fore. William E. Gladstone broke 
lances with them in more than one 
fray. Joseph Chamberlain crossed 
swords with them in a decided manner 
during his earlier parliamentary days. 
But they have been stubbornly set 
against every movement of the last 
liberal government. 

Former Premier A. J. Balfour, leader 
of the opposition, has played into their 
hands at all times. The sweeping of 
the vast liberal majority into the house 
of commonsini1906 wasnot a spasm— 
it was the result of a well set cam- 
paign on definite platform demands. 

The liberals went in on a positive, 
radical platform by the most over- 
whelming majority of history. The 
crash broke Joseph Chamberlain’s 
health and put Mr. Balfour at consider- 
able inconvenience in obtaining a seat.

capitals. :

Association’s Object. 

The American Embassy Association 
is, in a measure, a fad of a number of 
well-known millionaires, but a fad 
with a patriotic purpose. 

That purpose {gs to arouse public sen- 
timent in behalf of the movement look- 
ing to the purchase by the United 
States of its own embassy buildings in 
foreign capitals. 

It does not contemplate any unusual- 
ly large appropriation by congress, but 
sufficient to make a beginning, and to 
secure substantial and_e satisfactory 
buildings in London, Paris and, per- 
haps, one ortwo others of the European 
capitals. 

A bill on the subject will be consider- 
ed by congress in January. 

Under the present arrangements, and 
with meager salary, American ambas- 
Sadors must pay their own house rent, 
which makeg it almost essential for 
the president to select only men sf? 
wealth to represent the country abroad 
—at least in the more important 
foreign centers. 

One American ambassador recently 
paid more than three times his salary 
as house rent alone, setting a pace 
which none except men of great 
wealth can afford to follow, and mak- 
ing practically impossible for men of 
recognized ability, but small means, to 
represent the nation abroad. 

Ambassadors Belong to Public. 

In one of his recent addresses in 
Chicago, Mr. Jones said in part: 

“Our association believes that, at 
comparatively small expense, our gov- 
erment can acquire permanent homes 
for our ambassadors and that such in- 
vestment will enhance in value. 

“So long aS our representatives 
abroad are compelled to annually ex- 
pend large sums from their private 
fortunes, just so long will our citi- 
zens feel that thefr rights in such 
places are uncertain, and that such 
expenditure on his part tends to give 
him too much independence towards 
his compatriots and thereby renders 
him less useful to them. 

“We believe thag no representative 
of our government abroad should be 
called upon to make expenditures from 
his private fortune, or that it should 
be necessary for him to have one in 
order to be enabled to accept the ap- 
pointment and to maintain the dignity 
of our government abroad. 

“We believe that all ambassadors, 
no matter what their means should 
reside in the same permanent home 
which the government should supply, 
where our citizens may feel at dAiberty 
to come and go with the same free- 
dom as that existing at the White 
House at Washington. 

“Another of the great drawbacks 
to Our present system from a busi- 
ness standpoint lies in the fact that 
none but the rich feel they can repre- 
sent the United States creditably 
abroad. This has long been regarded 
as a crying shame, depriving, as it 
does, our diplomatic service of the 
benefit of men rich in intellect only. 
A salient instance of this recently 
came under public notice, when a man 
eminently fit for the position was 
obliged to decline an important am- 
bassadorship Owing to lack of wealth 
and much to the regret of his country- 


men.”

Control of Industrial Forces. 


On the subject of government con- 
trolsof the financial and industrial 
forces, Secretary Nagel says some terse 
things and makes some important 
recommendations. The prime need of 
two things is emphasized. First, re-

liable information upon which the gov- 


/ernment may take legislative and ad- 
/ministrative action, and second, relia- 
ble 
‘available form to serve for the basis 


information in a concise and 
of public opinion. The first step to be 
taken, he says, is an advance toward 
a complete system for obtaining and 
making public this information. The 
has demon- 
strated the value of this beyond doubt, 
in the limited way which its force and 
money available would allow. 

But Secretary Nagel believes the 
time has come for a far wider and 
more complete application of those 
principles. This, the secretary recom- 
mends, can be accomplished only by a 
definite federal system of statutory 
publicity, by which all important cor- 
porations engaged in interstate com- 
merce will be obliged to report at 
stated intervals to a federal agency, 
such as the bureau of corporations. the 
essential facts regarding their organ?- 
zation, management and condition. 
This, the secretary believes, will ac- 
compl{sh for the whole country what 
the bureau of corporations has been 
doing in specific cases. 

Government Must Do Work. 

This work must be carried on by 
the federal government, the secretary 
believes, because it. is the only agency 
which has jurisdiction commensurate 
with the matter it has to consider, and 
which can prescribe uniform conditions 
for the entire country. 

“Any attempt to solve the question 
through state action has been and nec- 
estarily will be futile,” says the report. 
“No considerable number of states can 
ever agree on establishing or main- 
taining any one system. No state alone 
can make its system effective. In finan- 
cial and commercial conditions the 
ecuntry has become nationalized. Its 
legal regulation should also be na- 
ticnal.” 

An outline of the system the secre- 
tary recommends would compel regu- 
lar reports from. all interstate com- 
merce corporations, and their publica- 
tion in form, which would safeguard 
business secrets.

try, and will be carried on. In all 
during the fiscal year, 944,235 aliens en- 
tered the country, and 67 per cent of 
them came from Russia and the coun- 
tries of southern Europe. A total of 
29 per cent of illiterates {s shown by 
the report, which is something of an 
increase over the previous year. The 
coming of these aliens, however, 
brought $17,331,828 into the country, and 
they possessed an average of $23.50 
each. It is calculated by the depart- 
ment, however, that 33 per cent of all 
these aliens were assisted with money 
to reach this country. 
White Slave Traffic. 


In one portion of his report, Secre- 
tary Nagel takes up the white sleve 
traffic. Through the watchfulness of 
immigration inspectors, a large num- 
ber of prosecutions have been begun 
by the department of justice. Where 
those prosecutions have covered the 
direct importation of women for im- 
moral purposes, the prosecutions have 
been considerably successful. The de- 
cision of the supreme court in the 
Keller case, which gave to the states 
a measure of authority to deal with 
their own situation, Mr. Nagel says, 
has embarrassed the federal authori- 
ties in that direction. 

The department's investigations show 
that the traffic in immoral women is 
an established and extensive business, 
and is by no means confined to trading 
in women who have been !mported. It 
includes alien women who have enter- 
ed the country in a regular way, and 
American women as well. Under the 
law now existing the federal officers 
are equipped to deal with only a small 
part of such a situation. The present 
law merely prohibits the bringing of 
women into the country for immoral 
purposes. The secretary recommends 
that the law be amended to prohibit, 
as well, the bringing of women for such 
purposes from one state into another 
state, and that $50,000 be appropriated 
to enforce all federal laws against that 
traffic.

Among the ten or more mineral ele- 
ments that are found in all plants 
none is of more importance to the 
health, vigor and fruitfulness of a 
plant than potash. Although phos- 
phorous (phosphdéric acid) is usually 
required in larger quantity than is 
potash, yet the latter is just as neces- 
sary and indispensable. Moreover it 
is true that in the culture of some of 
the field crops, but especially of many 
of the rich and succulent vegetables 
of the kitchen garden, otash is of even 
greater importance. In the sense of 
being indispensable to plants these 
two stand on the same plane of equal- 
ity. We can no more produce a grain 
of wheat, or oats, or Indian corn; nor 
a boll of cotton, nor a peach, nor a 
melon, nor a single one of the thov- 
eand-and-one garden and orchard pro- 
ducts ithout potash in the soil than 
we may produce ice without water. 
Nor can we secure a full yield of any 
one crop product if there be only a 
small amount of potash in the soll, 
unless that deficiency be supplied in 
the fertilizer to be applied. Many 
farmers commit a most costly error 
in manuring a crop with cotton seed, 
or cotton seed meal, alone, ignoring 
the fact, or ignorant ‘of it, that cot- 
ton seed contains little more than one 
per cent of potash, and still less of 
phosphoric acid, while containing 
something more than three per cent of 
nitrogen. Aside from this, however, 
a farmer cannot afford to throw away 
the oil of the cotton seed, which~ is 
utterly ineffective and worthless as a 
plant food, but very valuable for other 
uses. 

The case is somewhat similar when 
a farmer uses cotton seed meal alone 
as a fertilizer. This substance con- 
tains about two and a half per cent of 
phosphoric acid and one anil a half 
per cent of nitrogen. ‘It is, therefore, 
what we call a very badly balanced 
fertilizer, containing “entirely too much 
nitrogen in proportion to the content 
phosphoric acid and potash. 

It is quite true that our grand- 
fathers made fine crops of corn and 
wheat by the use of cotton seed alone. 
It is possible to do so now, but it is 
quite within the bounds of truth to 
say that the use directly ag a fertilizer 
of cotton seed involves an actual loss 
to the farmer of not less than $8 to 
$10 on every ton of cotton seed so 
used. What then is the farmer to do 
with his seed? Then answer is, ex- 
change them for cotton meal. But 
neither can he afford to use cotton 
meal alone as a fergtilizer, because, 
although it contains but little oil, it 
is even ‘“‘worse balanced” than the 
whole seed. The remedy is easy, con- 
sisting in mixing with the meal the 
proper quantities each of some form 
of potash and of phosphoric acid. He 
has only to buy acid phosphate and 
muriate of potash, or sulphate of 
potash, or kainit, and “make his own 
guano.” It is a fact that with these 
three ingredients—cotton meal, avid 
phosphate and muriate of potash (or 
other potash salt) a farmer may com- 
pound a fertilizer that will be ex- 
actly balanced and suitable for any 
crop that grows and for any soil 
that is on the earth’s surface. That 
is to say he may easily secure any 
desired relative proportion of the 
three so-colled “valuable elements.” 
He can get an 8—2—2, or an 8—3—2, 
or an 8&—3—4, or a 10—2—2, or any 
proportion whatever. It is simply a 
matter of calculation and a little 
weighing of the ingredients. 

Of course every constituent element 
that is found in plants must be taken 
by the roots from the soil, or by 
means of the leaves, from the air. As 
a matter of fact, the only elements the 
farmer needs to consider are the 
three “valuable elements’ that we 
have just been oe eae to-wit; 
Phosphoric aeld, potash and nitrogen. 
These three ate formed in all plants 
and these three must be present in 
every soil and might well be. called 
the Triumvirate of the Fertilizer 
World. 

There are some soils that contain 
all three in large quantitiv; and_if 
at the same time such soils are in 
good physical condition, full of 
humus and free from undue acidity, 
we call them rich soils. They are ca- 
pable of producing full yields of al- 
most any crop for which the climate 
is suited. 

But if one of these three elements 
is lacking, or is available in insuffi- 
cient quantity, it will be impossible 
to secure any crops of value from such 
a soil. There are many peaty, mucky 
soils that have all the indications of 


during this second year new canes 
put forth from the crown of the old 
root and grow vigorously, but do not 
bear fruit until the next year, when 
they also die down and another set 


of canes will have put forth from the ‘ 


old crown. So you will notice along 
during the early summer one set of 
canes (stems) bearing fruit and dying 
at the approach of winter; while an- 
other set of canes are growing vig- 
orously (without blooming) to form 
the fruiting canes for the following 
year. Sometimes a cane that came up 
the same year will bear a few ber- 
ries late in the fall (October). The 
raspberry belongs to the same genus 
with blackberry, although In some spe- 
cles young plants are propagated by 
means of the tips of the new canes 
which bend to the ground and take 
root. 


COTTON SAMPLES. 

J. J. Abbott, Sharon, 8. C.—I wish 
to ask you a question. You may answer 
through The Constitution if you like. 
Will {t be profitable for a farmer to 
buy and keep these cotton camples that 
I hear so much about? The way I see 
it® there will be ten grades in all, in 
Kiass boxes. Will it profit any farmer? 
Please give us your vieWs on the sub- 
Ject in a general way. 

Answer—lIt seems that the only ob- 
ject of the department of agriculture 
in authorizing the representative 
Bampple cabinets was to supply 
all cotton dealers, including ware- 
housemen, brokers and others in- 
trested in the buying and =sell- 
ing of cotton with authentic 
samples of the different grades of cot- 
ton as established under the direction 
of the secretarv of aericulture. I do 
not think it will be of material advan- 
tage for the cotton grower to buy and 
have on hand a set of these samples. 
In all probability the farmer will have 
access to a set in the hands of his 
warehouseman. The exact use that is 
to be made of the sample cabinets has 
not vet been made public. I advise 
you not to be in a hurry to buy a cab- 
inet of samples—thev will be cheaper 
after e while. 


CORN CULTURE. 


_J. T. Mann, Jonesboro, Ga.—I have 
about twelve acres I want to plant in 
corn next year, and I come .to you for 
advice, as I have got so much good 
from your advice tn the past. Would 
you advise breaking now or in the 
spring? . 

The-ground is fairly good; was 
planted in cotton last year and made 
about fialf-bale to the acre. jHow 
much guano to the acre would be 
proper to use? 

Answer—You fail to describe the 
land—whether clay or sandy, level or 
broken. if it lies level or ig in ter- 
races and is stiff clay, or has a hard 
“nan,” I would’ plow it at once, in 
beds the width of the intended corn 
rows, or flush broadcast. I prefer 
bedding, leaving a broad, well-opened 
water furrow. It would have been well 
a month or more ago to have sown 
the land in rye or vetch, or some other 
“eover”’ crop. to hold the soil together 
(if inclined to wash) and to take up 
the soluble plant food left by the 
cotton crop. 

If the soil is sandy and soft, it will 
not be necessary to break it before 
February or March. I would then 
break it into beds, 4 to 4% feet apart 
and harrow once or twice along the 
beds, keeping the water furrows open. 
About two weeks before pianting time 
open along the flat beds, put in the 
fertilizer and cover with two furrows. 
Just before planting, plow out the mid- 
dies and plant. I would not use more 
than 300 pounds of commercial fer- 
tilizer per aeres, analyzing, say, 
§8—3—-1.50, or thereabouts, or its 
equivalent, and apply 25 to 40 pounds 
of nitrate of soda near the seed at 
planting, or on top of the covered 
seed. 

You might well buy the ingredients 
and mix your fertilizer at home, ac- 
cording to “Formula No. 1, for Corn 
on Old Uptands,” so frequently pub- 
lished. It is as follows:

If nitrate of soda can be had for less 
than $60 a ton, you may find it cheap- 
er to use it entirely, instead of cotton 
seed meal,- substituting about 600 
pounds of nitrate for the 1,218 pounds 
of mea! in the formula. In case you 
do this, however, I would simplv leave 
out the cotton meal and apply the acid 
and potash befbdre planting, as indi- 
cated, and a dressing of 26 to 30 
pounds of nitrate at planting, as di-
